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MP will vote for UK to leave European Union 


MONTGOMERYSHIRE MP Glyn 
Davies has revealed he will vote for 
the UK to leave the European Union 
in the forthcoming referendum. 

Conservative MP Mr Davies said 
he had “never believed that the UK 
should be subsumed into an undemo¬ 
cratic bureaucracy”. 

Mr Davies said he would not cam¬ 
paign for Brexit, saying the opinions 


of all UK citizens were of “equal 
value”. 

The last of the 11 Welsh Conserv¬ 
ative MPs to reveal his opinion, Mr 
Davies is the fifth wanting to leave 
the EU, with six in favour of remain¬ 
ing in. 

He had previously said he wanted 
to consult local party members before 
deciding how he would vote in the 


referendum on June 23. Mr Davies 
said: “Carrying out many differing 
responsibilities over last three dec¬ 
ades, I have always worked enthu¬ 
siastically and positively with the 
European Union in the best interests 
of whatever organisation I happened 
to be representing at the time. 

“But put simply, I have never 
believed that the UK should be 


subsumed into an undemocratic bu¬ 
reaucracy, which is today’s European 
Union - and which I believe has al¬ 
ways been the dream of those who 
have championed European integra¬ 
tion from its beginnings in the 1950s. 

“I want the UK to work construc¬ 
tively with our European neighbours, 
but as an independent state, free to 
trade and engage with the whole 


world.” Meanwhile, it has been an¬ 
nounced farming chiefs in Mid Wales 
will hold a series of debates ahead of 
the EU referendum. 

One of the debates will be held at 
Welshpool Livestock Market on May 
25 at 7pm. 

The EU referendum debates are 
being staged by the Farmers’ Union 
of Wales. 


MAYOR WARNS OF 
A 'CRITICAL' YEAR

OSWESTRY’S new mayor has 
warned the next 12 months 
will be one of the most critical 
years in the history of the town 
council. 

Mayor Paul Milner said the council 
would have to make “very hard deci¬ 
sions” on which services it is willing 
to take over from Shropshire Council. 

Councillor Milner was speaking as he took 
over as the town’s mayor at a ceremony on Mon¬ 
day and following a town council meeting last 
week in which it was claimed the loss of leisure 
centres and libraries would be a “catastrophe”. 

The mayor said: “Without doubt this is going 
to be one of the most critical 
years in the history of the town 
council and it leads us into the 
2017 local elections. Perhaps 
our most significant challenge 
in the next 12 months, and a 
process that is now underway, 
is in terms of the discussions 
of market town councils with 
Shropshire Council over their 
financial difficulties and the fu¬ 
ture redesign for services such 
as libraries, leisure centres, public transport 
subsidies, and the ongoing maintenance of open 
spaces. Two options appear to be on the table to 
us. The first is to increase our precept and give 
the raised funds to Shropshire Council to actu¬ 
ally pay for these services, and the second is to 
consider accepting a transfer of assets and costs 
with the service then being provided, and deliv¬ 
ered, by the town council, or through partner¬ 
ships .We have left an open door for discussions 
with Shropshire Council but at the end of the 
day we have to remember that local residents 
are already paying once for this service through 
their Council Tax and the town council itself has 
its own restrictions as it receives no government 
grants, has limited resources, limited capacity, 
little flexibility, and in some instances is lacking 
in the professional skills to actually deliver some 
of the services. 

“We have committed to ongoing discussions 
but ultimately some very hard decisions will 
have to be taken.”

A PAIR of giant gloves signed by England 
goalkeeper Joe Hart helped raise £7,000 at a 
charity ball held in honour of a teenager who 
died during a fitness training session. 

The glitzy affair at the Goldstone Hall 
Hotel in Market Drayton on Saturday night 
was held as a tribute to Matthew Dewhirst. 

Matthew, of St Martins, near Oswestry, was 
a rugby-mad music scholar at Ellesmere Col¬ 
lege when he died from young sudden cardiac 
death at the age of 17 in 2012. 

His parents Chris and Sue launched a fund¬ 


raising and health awareness campaign, say¬ 
ing a simple preventative health check could 
have saved Matthew’s life. 

The condition kills 12 young people every 
week and there are said to be about 160,000 
young people currently in the UK, aged 14 to 
25 years, that have a life-threatening heart 
condition and don’t realise it. 

Mrs Dewhirst said the cash raised on the 
night would be able to pay for two more 
screening sessions in Shropshire to allow 
young people to get checked out. 


The gloves signed by former Shrewsbury 
Town stopper Hart went for £460. Sports kit 
from former Shrewsbury Cricket Club bats¬ 
man James Taylor, who recently had to retire 
from the sport because of a serious heart con¬ 
dition, was also sold at the auction. “We were 
delighted with how it went, it was a fantastic 
night,” Mrs Dewhirst said. 

“We always said this would be the last one 
we were going to do so it was good to go out 
with a bang.”

Council will take 
action in battle 
against town yobs 

TOWN council officers will man a phone 
line, monitor a website and check an in¬ 
cident book as part of a new project to 
tackle anti-social behaviour. 

The new drive has been launched by 
Welshpool Town Council to encourage 
people to report incidents in the wake of 
escalating problems with crime and van¬ 
dalism. 

Evidence will be gathered over two 
weeks during the summer and will be 
used to direct future policing policy and 
enforcement in the town. 

A public meeting will be held in the 
coming weeks to get the views of resi¬ 
dents about the project and booklets will 
be prepared and delivered to all homes in 
the town to encourage them to report an¬ 
ti-social behaviour. 

Welshpool Town Council will launch 
a website where people can file reports, 
man a phone line and set up an incident 
book in the town’s tourist information 
centre. 

The project was agreed following a 
meeting between representatives of the 
town council, Dyfed-Powys Police and 
Powys County Council. The period set 
aside for the gathering of evidence will 
between June 20 to July 7. 

Town Clerk Robert Robinson said: 
“The town council, Dyfed-Powys Police 
and Powys County Council are committed 
to working together to address the issues 
identified.”

Major gas work 
project is to start

A BARRISTER has been instruct¬ 
ed to fight on behalf of parents 
tied up in a row over subsidised 
bus travel. 

Parents of children at Llanfyllin 
High School have enlisted a barrister 
to fight Powys County Council’s deci¬ 
sion to ban subsidised bus travel for 
out-of-catchment pupils. 

The Friends of Llanfyllin High School 
held a meeting last week when parents 
were told legal advice was that there were 
several strong grounds on which the group 
could challenge the decision of the council. 

A campaign fund has also been set up to 
pay for legal representation and supporters 
of the school are also being urged to sign a 
petition. 

The meeting comes after the school was 
told to pay back £17,000 - half of the cost 
of the subsidised transport it will provide 
for out-of-catchment pupils from April to 
September - to Powys County Council last 
month. The school spent £500,000 over five 
years on providing transport. 

Dave Weston, a member of the friends 
group, said: “We have instructed a barris¬ 
ter of our own to initiate a legal challenge 
to the decision of Powys County Council. 
Tools we can now consider include a group 
action against Powys County Council, an 
injunction to halt their harmful enforced 
immediate compliance to regulation 5.2, 
and a judicial review. 

“Pupils, part-way through their academic 
career or even their GCSEs and A levels are 
faced with sudden, unexpected and large in¬ 
creases in their transport to school costs. 

“Alongside the ongoing fundraising 
events, we are organising a crowd-funding 
scheme where parents and stakeholders 
can pledge money to support our fightback. 
People at the meeting pledged £100. 

“If every parent and stakeholder could 
pledge £5, that will ensure Llanfyllin’s cam¬ 
paign is fully funded.” 

Meanwhile, it has emerged this week that 
Llanfyllin High School has been judged by 
Estyn inspectors to be “adequate” follow¬ 
ing an inspection in February. 

It represents a slip from the “good” rat¬ 
ing at its previous inspection. 

The school’s leadership has said an ac¬ 
tion plan has been put in place to make 
the necessary improvements. The school’s 
prospects of improvement were judged as 
“adequate” by the inspectors. 


A FATHER has started a mammoth journey 
cycling more than 1,000 miles from Land’s 
End to John O’Groats to raise money for 
two charities close to his heart. 

Chris Jones, from Cannock, has been 
inspired to undertake the feat as a way of 
giving something back for all the support 
he and his family have received since his 
son’s diagnosis of autism at the age of two 
and a half. 

He is raising money for the Derwen 
College at Gobowen near Oswestry and 
the Special Needs Adventure Playground 
(SNAP) in Cannock. 

His son, Paul Grainger, 24, has spent the 
last five years at Derwen College and is due 


to leave in June. Mr Jones said: “Paul has 
greatly benefited being able to experience 
supported work and supported independent 
living and has so many opportunities to ex¬ 
perience life skills and responsibility.” 

He is hoping to complete the Lands End 
to John O’ Groats charity cycle ride by May 
22 and will be accompanied by work col¬ 
league Dave Henaughan. 

Both work for Biffa Waste Service which 
is partly supporting the challenge. 

Mr Jones said he began training nine 
months ago and said after his first ride of 
just 12 miles he was exhausted. 

“We have been training at the evenings 
and weekends in all weathers,” he said. 


“We have both invested in bikes and 
equipment and my partner, Annette 
Grainger, is driving a support car carry¬ 
ing spares and equipment throughout the 
route.” The Special Needs Adventure Play¬ 
ground is on the Pye Green Road in Can¬ 
nock and the challenge will raise money to 
refurbish a light sensory room for children 
with disabilities. 

Money raised for Derwen College will go 
to refurbish a student bungalow for young 
people with learning difficulties.

Losing vital services 
would be a 'catastrophe'

COMMUNITIES across Shrop¬ 
shire losing their leisure centres 
and libraries would be “a ca¬ 
tastrophe”, it has been claimed. 

At a special meeting of Oswestry 
Town Council, Councillor Duncan 
Kerr told fellow members that they 
“must step up to the plate” and take 
over the running of community servic¬ 
es from Shropshire Council. 

Councillors heard a report on the begin¬ 
ning of discussions with the local authority 
and a redesign of services to match Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s budget. 

It comes after town and parish councils 
and community groups across the county 
were last month told they had five months 
to come up with suitable agreements to 
manage or fund at-risk services, as Shrop¬ 
shire Council is looking to save £61 milli on 
from its budget by 2018/19. 

Councillor Kerr told councillors: “This 
could be disastrous. Losing leisure centres 
and libraries would be a catastrophe. I’m 
one of the strongest critics of Shropshire 
Council but I do think the town council 
needs to step up to the plate for the inter¬ 
ests of the community. 

“If it’s in the best interests of the com¬ 
munity to retain some of the assets then 
that’s the best decision.” 

He warned councillors they couldn’t slow 
down any decision making. 

“We don’t have long, I think we only 
have four months and I would urge us to 
progress and model what the budget would 
look like and see what it would mean,” he 
said. 

David Preston, clerk to the town council, 
asked councillors whether they would be 
prepared to accept a transfer of assets or if 
not, prepared to raise the precept. 

He said: “This is a very serious issue and 
does pose a threat to the dynamics of how 
we operate but if we don’t support these 
services, they could be at risk.” 

Councillor Chris Schofield raised the 
issue about double taxation being imposed 
on residents. “Some residents hardly use 
some of the services and would it be fair 
for town residents subsiding rural commu¬ 
nities?” he said. 

Councillors agreed to support the rede¬ 
sign of services but to note the impact on 
the town council. Mr Preston told them a 
seminar would be held to enable a response 
to be made to Shropshire Council.

CONSERVATIVE Russell George has outlined his key priorities after 
holding on to his Montgomeryshire seat in the Welsh Assembly elec¬ 
tion. 

Mr George increased his majority to 3,339 over the Liberal Democrat candi¬ 
date Jane Dodds, saying he was “delighted” with the outcome. 

Mr George, who has held Montgomeryshire since 2011, polled 9,875 votes. Mrs Dodds 
received 6,536 votes. It is the second disappointment for Mrs Dodds, who lost out in the 


General Election to Glyn Davies last year. 

All change 
at head of 
police forces 

MID Wales has a new police and crime 
commissioner after Plaid Cymru candidate 
Dafydd Llywelyn won the vote. 

Mr Llywelyn was sworn in as the new 
Dyfed-Powys PCC after toppling Tory 
Christopher Salmon after the second round 
of counting. 

He polled 52,469 votes (27.98 per cent) 
compared to Mr Salmon’s 47,093 (25.75 per 
cent). Turnout was 51.5 per cent. 

Mr Llywelyn said he was “delighted” to 
have been voted in. 

Meanwhile, West Mercia has its first po¬ 
litical police and crime commissioner after 
Conservative John Campion was elected to 
the post. 

The Tory candidate, 39, from Bewdley, 
was announced as the winner after the 
second round of counting, which saw him 
beat off the challenge of Labour’s Daniel 
Walton. 

Mr Campion won with 83,619 votes to Mr 
Walton’s 55,162. 

Speaking afterwards at Shrewsbury 
Sports Village, he said his first task would 
be appointing a new chief constable to re¬ 
place David Shaw, who leaves the post in 
July. 

He said: “My priority will be the chief 
constable’s replacement. 

“An enormous part of the way we are 
policed is leadership so my priority will be 
understanding the options available and 
going from there.” 

The new commissioner said he would 
also be advertising to appoint his deputy.

Chaloner of the Green Party received 1,389. 


Mr George said: “Having represented 
Montgomeryshire for the last five years, I 
am delighted that the people of the area 
where I was born and brought up have put 
their faith in me to represent them for a 
further five years, and I will continue to 
champion local causes in the Assembly 
chamber. 

“My priorities will be to fight for im¬ 
proved health services in Montgomeryshire, 
improve broadband and mobile signal, sup¬ 
port our small businesses, and ensure we 
continue to have a good eduction service in 
our area. I am grateful to local people for 
their support.” 

In Clwyd South, which includes Chirk 
and much of the NorthWales/Shropshire 
border, Labour’s Ken Skates won the As¬ 
sembly election with 7,862 votes. He was 
3,016 votes ahead of Conservative candi¬ 
date Simon Baynes, from Llanfyllin, who 
took second place with 4,846. 

Mr Skates said: “It’s been a huge privi¬ 
lege to serve the communities right across 
the constituency. But the gloves really are 
going to have to come off now. 

“I have seen more than ever the suffer¬ 
ing of people due to austerity, by having 
welfare taken off them whether it is the 
elderly, single mothers or immigrants and 
I want to be there fighting for as many peo¬ 
ple as possible.” 

In third place was Plaid Cymru candidate 
Mabon ap Gwynfor on 3,861, fourth was 
UKIP’s Mandy Jones on 2,827, fifth was 
the Lib Dem’s Aled Roberts on 2,289 and 
last was the Green Party’s Duncan Rees on 
474. 

In the regional voting for Mid and West 
Wales, UKIP’s Neil Hamilton was elected 
along with Simon Thomas of Plaid Cymru 
and Labour pair Joyce Watson and Eluned 
Morgan. 

Labour has retained the largest number 
of seats in the Welsh Assembly but failed to 
gain an overall majority.

Publicist John 
Hainsworth said: “As well as a talk by 
Trevor on the Davies sisters of Gregynog 
who did so much for Wales and a big-screen 
showing of the new him there will be an 
exhibition of historic photographs and a 
weekend museum and these will continue 
on the Sunday with a family day featuring 
Welsh folk music and dance, gypsy cara¬ 
vans, Victorian arts and crafts for children, 
a craft fair and open workshops. 

“Displays in a newly-restored wing of the 
historic building, created with the help of 
the Heritage Lottery Fund, will describe 
life for the paupers who were offered no 
alternative but the workhouse. 

“Living conditions, including the diet, 
had to be worse for the inmates than for la¬ 
bourers living outside and the gruel served 
at Llanfyllin was only oats and water: not 
a drop of milk.” 

There will be a family trail and the cen¬ 
tre will be open daily, from 10am to 5pm.

Chamber member Sarah Probert at¬ 
tended the April talks and stressed at a 
meeting of the chamber of commerce on 
Wednesday last week that business involve¬ 
ment and widespread backing was key to 
the success of the BID process and that was 
why the July meeting was being staged. 

She said: “It really has to have real busi¬ 
ness involvement. We are very mindful we 
want the correct information to go out. It 
is important we bring the facts to you. It 
has to meet local need. It has to be what is 
right for us.” 

Chamber member Laurel Roberts said: 
“We are very much at the information gath¬ 
ering stage to see if it is the right thing for 
Oswestry. 

“There is a long way to go but the mes¬ 
sage was really clear, it has to be busi¬ 
ness-led. Unless everybody is on board with 
it, it won’t happen.” 

Chamber chairman Neil Jenkins urged 
businesses to attend July’s meeting to find 
out what BID could mean for them. 

He said: “It is absolutely crucial that 
the next stage in the process is led by busi¬ 
nesses, specifically businesses that will be 
subject to any sort of levy on their rates. 

“It is very important that we get input 
and we have the owners and representa¬ 
tives of businesses that pay business rates 
that would be subject to the levy.” 

The chamber meeting heard that in time 
businesses would vote on whether to make 
the town centre a Business Improvement 
District. Mr Jenkins said: “It is by no 
means certain that we will even proceed. 

“It is in the interests of the town for the 
BID process to move forward in my view 
but without the support of local businesses 
it can’t happen. 

“We don’t know whether the members 
want us to represent them in a BID pro¬ 
posal. 

“We are looking for a mandate from 
members to push forward with it.”

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


Really ambitious plans to cre¬ 
ate a Business Improvement 
District (BID) in the centre of 
Oswestry are to be applauded 
but must be supported by local 
firms if they are to be successful. 

Oswestry Chamber of Com¬ 
merce will stage a vital meeting 
in July to discuss the proposal 
but unless the idea gets the sup¬ 
port of local businesses it will be 
a non-starter. 

BID is all about using money 
from the private sector to regen¬ 
erate areas of towns and make 
them more attractive and there 
are examples across the country 
of where the scheme has pro¬ 
duced benefits 

The idea would mean a slight 
increase in rates paid by each 
business in the area, but the 
money raised could then bring 
in matched funding for projects 
to improve the town centre and 
hopefully attract more visitors. 
The questions local business¬ 
es need to know though is how 
big is “slight”? This is another 
brave initiative from a very active 
chamber of commerce and one 
well worth exploring. 

Over the Shropshire border 
in Powys the Welsh Assembly 
Government elections have been 
completed with Conservative 
Russell George increasing his 
majority, despite frantic canvass¬ 
ing by Liberal Democrat oppo¬ 
nent Jane Dodds. The Lib/Dems 
have been accused of overkilling 
their campaign by bombarding 
homes with leaflets, though the 
Conservatives were hardly any 
better, launching a telephone call 
exercise which even saw Plaid 
Cymru candidate Aled Morgan 
Hughes field a call asking for his 
vote. There has been an amazing 
turnaround in political thinking in 
Montgomeryshire since Lembit 
Opik lost the Parliament seat 
back in 2010. In 1997 he swept 
into power on a tidal wave of Lib¬ 
eral support only to lose out to 
Conservative Glyn Davies. Since 
then the Conservatives have in¬ 
creased their majority both in the 
London and Cardiff chambers. 

Opik’s flamboyant lifestyle 
kept him in the headlines - but 
for all the wrong reasons it 
turned out and just as the public 
was beginning to lose faith with 
his party too. 

The funniest thing I heard this 
week was the story about the 
Llansantffraid racehorse own¬ 
ing syndicate whose mount 
finished fourth in a five horse 
chase at Chester. It appears the 
disappointed group were then 
mistaken for the winning party 
and invited into a Champagne 
reception where they enjoyed 
the hospitality of the racecourse 
bosses - and even signed for the 
winner’s trophy. By the time the 
error was discovered the thirsty 
racegoers had quaffed most of 
the bubbly on offer and downed 
the nibbles, leaving their red 
faced hosts searching for extra 
bottles.

Organisers say the event brought extra 
visitors to the town’s library to take ad¬ 
vantage of the health advice and infor¬ 
mation on offer from the stall holders 
attending. 

Peter Hill from the club said: “Al¬ 
though some were just there for the 
books, visitor numbers for the day topped 
850 representing a healthy increase for 
both the library and the expected health 
awareness visitor numbers. 

“By providing direct contact between 
the public and health organisations, the 
event aims to promote health awareness 
for the people of Oswestry. 

“However, individuals and organisa¬ 
tions with similar or overlapping aims 
found it very useful as a meeting place to 
develop networks and valuable contacts 
who might not otherwise meet each other 
- an added bonus. 

“Drawing the attention of many vis¬ 
itors was the smoothie bike where visi¬ 
tors were invited to blend themselves a 
healthy fruit smoothie drink, with fruit 
donated by Morrison’s supermarket, in 
a blender powered by pedalling the bike 
themselves. 

“Visitors also enjoyed the fantastic 
Flashmob dancers from the Derwen Col¬ 
lege who they commented ‘were lively 
and added some sparkle’. 

“Oswestry Town Council Mayor Peter 


Cherrington entered into the spirit of 
the event with gusto during his visit, 
managing to make a smoothie, dance 
with the Flashmob and then have his 
blood pressure taken. 

“The club is delighted that, in all, 
nearly 30 organisations attended and 
supported the day, including St John 
Ambulance, Derwen College, Health- 
watch Shropshire (Smoothie Bike/ 
Wheels 2 Work), the Shropshire Deaf 
and Hard of Hearing Forum, Oswestry 
Stroke Club, Alzheimer’s Society, Wise 
and Well Development, NHS Choices, 
Time For You/Time To Listen, Citizens 
Advice Bureau, Shropshire Council 
Children’s Centres and Willow Gallery 
and Make a Mark. 

“In addition the club is grateful for 
the prizes donated for the treasure 
hunt which ran on the day; the Der¬ 
wen College donated a food hamper 


and Oswestry Leisure Centre gave a 
month’s free membership. 

“Oswestry Stroke Club also gener¬ 
ously provided the teas and coffees.” 

The event is not the only health pro¬ 
motion initiative the Rotary Club of 
Oswestry is involved with. 

Earlier this year pupils from 
Oswestry schools walked around Cae 
Glas Park to raise funds for rotary’s 
End Polio Now campaign. 

Polio is a serious viral infection and, 
although many people with polio will 
have no symptoms and won’t know 
they’re infected, for some the polio 
virus causes temporary or permanent 
paralysis, or even death. 

In 1985, when the annual number 
of cases was 350,000 worldwide, the 
worldwide rotary organisation started 
its campaign to eradicate polio. 

Together with the World Health Or¬ 


ganisation, and with the recent support 
of The Bill and Melinda Gates Foun¬ 
dation, through funding the supply of 
vaccine and providing volunteer vac¬ 
cination workers to travel to remote 
villages where the virus still threatens, 
the worldwide total for 2015 fell to 101 
cases. 

Although there hasn’t been a case of 
polio caught in the UK since 1984, the 
virus is still found in other parts of the 
world. 

Meanwhile, the Rotary Club of 
Oswestry has also been involved in pro¬ 
moting health and well being locally by 
presenting cheques from its highly suc¬ 
cessful Tree of Light fundraiser. 

The Christmas appeal raised more 
than £6,200 last year and much of the 
money has gone to health projects in 
Oswestry. 

A donation was given to The Alzheim¬ 
er’s Society Oswestry Dementia Cafe for 
some new musical instruments for its 
service users. 

Money was also given to the Oswestry 
unit of St John Ambulance to enable it to 
take First Aid training into schools and 
help provide teaching at events such the 
Oswestry Rotary Club’s LifeLine Event 
at Park Hall. A donation was presented 
to the North Shropshire Special Olym¬ 
pics group while another beneficiary was 
the Transhouse Trust. 

The trust is an Oswestry organisation 
that helps patients who have suffered 
life-changing spinal injuries by pro¬ 
viding short-term accommodation and 
support to enable them to leave hospital 
whilst providing assistance as they pre¬ 
pare for their maximum level of inde¬ 
pendent living and quality of life. 

The Marches Riding for the Disabled 
Association group was another benefi¬ 
ciary from the Tree of Light appeal. 

Hope House Children’s Hospice also 
benefited from the Tree of Light appeal. 
The charity at Morda near Oswestry 
said it was delighted with the support. 

And a donation was also given to 
Oswestry & District Stroke Club. 


WORKING 
FOR YOU 



It was very disappointing to 
learn last month that the Min¬ 
istry of Defence has decided 
that Tern Hill barracks is to be 
vacated by 2020 as part of the 
plan to rationalise its estate by 
30 per cent by 2040. As much 
as we will miss the presence of 
the army we should all want our 
military to be placed in the best 
possible accommodation. I have 
already discussed this issue with 
the Minister responsible, Mark 
Lancaster MR My first concern 
when I heard the news was for 
the future of the 1st Battalion 
Royal Irish Regiment who have 
been based at Tern Hill since 
2007. The regiment has been 
an enormous asset to the local 
area and has integrated with the 
community like no other. The 
Tern Hill location with its prox¬ 
imity to Birmingham, Liverpool 
and Manchester has been ex¬ 
ceptionally convenient for Irish 
soldiers visiting home. I have 
built up close links with the reg¬ 
iment since their arrival in North 
Shropshire as both local MP and 
in particular the five years I spent 
as Shadow and Secretary of 
State for Northern Ireland. One 
of my proudest moments was 
being involved in the parades of 
the Royal Irish Regiment through 
Market Drayton, Shrewsbury 
and Belfast following their suc¬ 
cessful operation in Afghanistan 
in 2008. Large numbers of peo¬ 
ple turned out and there was a 
genuine sense of admiration 
and gratitude for what they had 
done. I know that the people of 
North Shropshire will miss them 
but wish them well as they go 
on to new challenges when they 
leave Tern Hill in 2020. However 
the release of this land presents 
a one-off, exciting opportunity 
to grow the local economy and 
ease pressure on our housing 
needs. It is vital that there is a 
seamless transition when the 
site is handed over and that the 
redevelopment at Tern Hill max¬ 
imises the benefit locally. I spoke 
to the Minister again last week 
and we agreed to work closely 
together to ensure that there is 
a plan in place to guarantee a 
smooth handover when the MoD 
withdraws from the site in 2020. 

I am setting up a Tern Hill Task 
Force to ensure that the transi¬ 
tion of the site from the MoD to 
the private sector is planned to 
the advantage of local people. 
I have also discussed this with 
Malcolm Pate, Leader of Shrop¬ 
shire Council and local coun¬ 
cillors. I plan to begin by taking 
them with representatives from 
Market Drayton Town Council to 
meet the Minister. I look forward 
to working with the Government 
to ensure that the benefits for 
North Shropshire are maxim¬ 
ised. In the meantime, I would 
very much welcome ideas from 
constituents as to how we can 
exploit this once in a generation 
opportunity.

EX-PARTNER HAS PAID NO MAINTENANCE FOR OUR 
CHILDREN IN 2 YEARS. WHAT CAN I DO? 


Q: My ex-partner and I separated over 2 years ago and our two children have lived with me ever since. He has not paid any maintenance for the children and 
whenever I try to discuss it with him we always end up arguing and cannot agree. 

I am a single parent and I pay all the bills by myself. On top of this, I have to pay for everything the children need and I am really struggling. Is there anything I can 

do to make my ex-partner pay maintenance? 

A: You have obviously tried to put in place a private arrangement regarding how you will both financially contribute to the upkeep of your children. This is called 
a ‘family-based arrangement’. Generally speaking this is the recommended form of arrangement because it can be specifically worked out to suit your family’s 
situation and provide flexibility for amendment. If you are struggling to reach an agreement, however, mediation may help. 

In 2012 The Child Maintenance Service was introduced and this can calculate how much your ex-partner should pay to you based on a standard formula. A 
binding agreement can then be put into writing and the calculated maintenance payment can be collected from your ex-partner and passed on to you. Alternatively 

arrangements can be made for payments to be paid directly from your partner to you if that is suitable. 


There are some factors which must be met for you to qualify for a child maintenance arrangement. Your solicitor can advise you on your eligibility. If you believe 
that the amount decided by the CMS is insufficient you can apply to the court for an Order. This Order will make the agreement between you and your ex-partner 
legally binding and if your ex-partner does not keep to what has been agreed, you can enforce the Order through the courts.

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Sad demise of our car making industry 


I NOTED with interest Boris Johnson’s 
appearance at the Europa Worldwide Ware¬ 
house at Dartford, Kent. It wasn’t so much 
what he had to say about ‘Brexit’ it was his 
choice of transport - a large red lorry. I was 
equally fascinated by a small square panel 
to the rear of both the driver and passen¬ 
ger doors, Renault trucks. Surely Boris you 
would need a British truck to accompany a 
Brexit? I am old enough to remember when 
roads were occupied by British trucks, vans 
and lorries. 

AEC (Associated Equipment Company) 
had its manufacturing base in Southall, 
London, and ceased trading in 1979. Al¬ 


bion Trucks was based in Glasgow and 
ceased trading in 1980. Seddon Atkinson 
was based in Preston and Oldham and was 
taken over by Iveco who moved production 
to Spain where the name was lost. ERF was 
based in Sandbach and became part of the 
MAN AG group. Foden was taken over by 
Daf. Guy was a firm based in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton that ceased trading in 1982. Scammell 
became another part of the Daf empire 
and the factory was closed in 1988. I can 
see your predicament Boris but there again 
those schooled at Eton, educated at Oxford 
and socialised in the Bullingdon Club would 
not be aware of such decline. Over a period 


of more than 30 years this country’s man¬ 
ufacturing base has shrunk by two thirds. 
In 1950 British production accounted for 
10 per cent of global exports. By 2009 this 
had shrunk to three per cent. In the 1960s 
a million people worked in car production, 
by 2009 it was 180,000. Manufacturing 
is now one tenth of the UK economy but 
the service industry has grown to 75.8 per 
cent. Should we be faced with a war situ¬ 
ation similar to that faced in 1940 is this 
country able to produce the materials and 
equipment required to be able to survive?

Dog owners are 
given 15-year ban 

A MAN and a woman have been dis¬ 
qualified from keeping animals for 15 
years after admitting causing unnec¬ 
essary suffering to two dogs. 

The RSPCA said Kimberly Geor¬ 
gina Dixon, 21, and Calum Scott 
Jones, 24, pleaded guilty to causing 
unnecessary suffering to a Labrador, 
known as Bronson, and a German 
Shepherd, called Kiara, by failing to 
provide them with an adequate diet 
or a suitable environment and failure 
to protect them from pain, suffering, 
injury and disease. 

The couple, of Hoel Bowys, Llanfair 
Caereinion, were both disqualified 
from keeping all animals, apart from 
birds, for 15 years and were ordered 
to pay £150 costs each at Welshpool 
Magistrates Court. 

Dixon was given an 18-week sus¬ 
pended sentence and Jones was given 
an eight-week suspended sentence. 

RSPCA inspector Phil Lewis said 
“This is sad case for animal lovers. 
This was a case of deliberate neglect 
and it is awful to think what those 
poor dogs went through.” 

volunteer plea 
by charity group 

AN armed forces charity is appealing 
for more volunteers after seeing an in¬ 
crease in the number of people calling 
for support.

THE Future Fit programme has 
been thrown into chaos after 
Shropshire and Telford & Wre- 
kin’s clinical commissioning 
groups split on whether to back 
the plans. 

An extraordinary meeting of the two 
groups was held at Shrewsbury Foot¬ 
ball Club on Tuesday to decide wheth¬ 
er to support the strategic outline case 
Future Fit, which effectively sets out 
the framework for which services will 
be retained at either Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital or Princess Royal Hos¬ 
pital in Telford, including accident 
and emergency units. 

After a heated public question session 
both groups were asked to vote on whether 
they backed a draft letter of support for 
the strategic outline case, with Shropshire 
voting against and Telford & Wrekin vot¬ 
ing for. It came after Oswestry GP Dr Ian 
Rummens of Shropshire Local Medical 
Committee, a group which represents the 
county’s GPs, said they could not back the 
strategic outline case. 

Dr Rummens told the meeting: “We can¬ 
not believe the reorganisation of hospitals 
as envisaged will not transfer a significant 
proportion of work into the community 
with no evidence resources will follow.” 

Speaking after the meeting, David Evans, 
accountable officer of both groups, said he 
was still confident Future Fit would pro¬ 
gress, but that discussions would have to 
find a way to overcome the concerns of the 
public and GPs. 

Mr Evans dismissed suggestions from 
representatives of Shropshire Defend Our 
NHS that the split in the vote had been 
down to the likelihood of Telford retaining 
A&E services.

TRAFFIC faced delays after a trac¬ 
tor spilled its load on a busy rounda¬ 
bout in Oswestry. 

The tractor was carrying a bag of 
fertiliser on its way to Shrewsbury 
when it split open. 

The contents spilled out on to the 
Mile End roundabout just before the 
school rush hour pick up time. 

The spillage saw the fertiliser go 
down the drain, leaving highways 
staff trying to extract it during a 
clear-up operation. The accident on 


Wednesday last week caused hold¬ 
ups for motorists. West Mercia Po¬ 
lice spokesman Kieren Bodill said 
the police were called to the scene at 
2.30pm. 

He said: “The tractor was travel¬ 
ling towards Shrewsbury when the 
bags of fertiliser came off and split.” 

Highways officers also attended to 
help deal with the problem, while po¬ 
lice were there helping manage the 
traffic. 

Mr Bodill added: “The fertiliser 


ended up going down the drain, 
which left highways officials trying 
to get it out.” Disruption to motor¬ 
ists only lasted a little more than an 
hour as the roundabout was clear 
again by 3.35pm. There was further 
traffic delays later in the day when 
an accident involving a lorry caused 
more than two miles of tailbacks 
near to a busy crossroads. The A5 in 
Weirbrook, between Shotatton and 
Oswestry, was partially blocked on 
Wednesday evening. 


One-handed 
park visitor 
banned from 
Smiler ride 

A WOMAN who visited Alton Towers 
on a day out was told she couldn’t go 
on the Smiler ride because she only 
has one hand. 

Sarah Pond, 33, from Shrewsbury, 
was on a trip to the theme park when 
she was told she could not go on the 
ride, despite another person with a 
broken arm in a cast being allowed on. 

Mrs Pond, who works for Amber- 
leigh Care in Welshpool, was one of a 
group of six people to visit the attrac¬ 
tion in Staffordshire on Friday. She 
said that until the time she tried to 
take her seat on the Smiler she’d had 
a great day. 

The ride was involved in the acci¬ 
dent last year that led to several peo¬ 
ple suffering serious injuries and the 
theme park closing for several days. 

In a post on her Facebook page Mrs 
Pond said: “We come several times a 
year and have done for over 20 years. 

“However I’m not happy with how I 
was treated on Smiler. 

“We queued and were about to sit 
on the ride when I was told ‘y° u need 
to get off, you have one hand’. 

“Never in my life have I been spo¬ 
ken to like this. I was not offered a 
reason why when I explained I have 
been on this ride about 10 times on 
other days. I was still not given a rea¬ 
son. I did leave the ride but waited for 
the children I was with. This made me 
so angry and upset but rather than 
spoil everyone else’s time with an 
argument we left the park. Never in 
my 33 years of life have I been treated 
with such discrimination over being 
born without my hand.” A spokes¬ 
man for Alton Towers said that Mrs 
Pond couldn’t ride the Smiler because 
it wouldn’t be safe. It apologised that 
she did not get the experience Alton 
Towers would like its guests to have. 

But the spokesman said restrictions 
are set by ride manufacturers and 
they are in place because rider safety 
is its priority.

Property expert Phil Spencer has some tips 
for home buyers as the spring property market 
heats up 

The spring housing market is heating up and 
activity has been buzzing. And while a recent 
stamp duty increase for buy-to-let investors may 
have dampened some interest in the market, 
house sellers remain bullish. 

The average price tag on a property coming 
to market now stands at an all-time high of over 
£307,000 across England and Wales, according 
to website Rightmove. 

The new rates of stamp duty apply to purchases 
of additional properties in England, Wales and 
Northern Ireland. 

A separate report, from HSBC, shows that 
the average home buyer takes just 26 hours to 
decide to make an offer on a house purchase - 
perhaps fearing that with the supply of homes 
still tight, the home they have their eye on may be 
snapped up by someone else. 

This 26-hour period is around the same amount 
of time we spend deciding on whether or not to 
buy a new pair of shoes - at 25 hours - according 
to HSBC’s survey. 

So with competition in the housing market still 
strong in many parts of the UK, how can would- 
be buyers give themselves an “edge”? 

TV property expert Phil Spencer, a spokesman 
for the HSBC report, gives his tips... 

Is it still possible to pick up a bargain in the 
current housing market - and if so, how can 
someone go about it? 

“Yes it is still possible, but you need to put 
dedication into your research, contracts and 
really build knowledge about the housing market 
you’re interested in.” 

Before someone makes an offer on a property, 
is there a financial check-list of things they should 
have got in place first? 

“For your mortgage, you’ll be asked for pay 
slips, bank statements and tax returns at least, 
so you might as well have them ready to go and 
don’t leave them to the last minute.” 

How many visits to a property should you 
ideally make before putting an offer in? 

“The new research from HSBC shows one in 
10 people make up their minds in two minutes of 
visiting a property. Sometimes you need to follow 
your gut instinct, but it’s also important to know 
what to look for when you’re viewing and try to 
visit at least twice, at different times of the day.” 

Is there anything that buyers can do to give 
themselves an “edge” over other buyers when 
making an offer? 

“Time can make all the difference when 
it comes to making an offer on a property. 

Buyers should be efficient and make sure they 
have everything in place for their mortgage 
application. 

“Secondly, it’s not always about being the 
highest bidder - your ability to get your finances 
in a row and solicitors organised helps to show 
you are a committed purchaser. 

“Buying a house is a business transaction and 
you are going to need to tackle it in this way.” 


Mortgage upper age limit 
spirals further into the 80 s 


The Halifax bank is increasing its 
upper age limit for mortgages from 
75 to 80 and Nationwide have gone 
even further, raising its upper limit 
to 85.

The mortgage lender, part of Lloyds 
Banking Group - the largest retail bank 
in the UK - announced the move in 
response to changing demographics. 

It means that for new mortgage 
applications the term will be allowed to 
run until the borrower’s 80th birthday. 

Stephen Noakes, managing director 
for retail customer products at Halifax, 
said: “As demographics and working 
habits continue to change, we continually 
review our products and policies to 
ensure they reflect the evolving needs of 
our customers, including those who wish 
to continue working longer.” 

Change 

An ageing population is one of the 
biggest features of Britain’s recent 
demographic change. 

In the next five years, the number of 
consumers aged over 65 in the UK is 
expected to increase by 1.1 million, 
according to the Financial Conduct 
Authority. 

A survey by Halifax released last week 
also suggested that one in three 20 
to 45-year-olds expect to be working 
beyond their retirement age to pay off 
their mortgage. 

Among those who are not yet on 
the property ladder, 39% believe they 
will be working later in life to pay for 
their property and one in 12 expect to 
be paying their mortgage throughout 


their life. In addition, major cities are 
also being heralded as “unaffordable 
blackspots” for first-time buyers, research 
from Post Office Money Mortgages 
found, meaning it may be impossible for 
some younger buyers to get onto the 
property ladder without longer terms. 


Halifax’s announcement comes in the 
week that Barclays also announced it 
would offer 100% mortgages to first-time 
buyers. 

The longer age limits massively improve 
the affordability of loans for older 


borrowers. For example, a £100,000 
mortgage at age 65, which has to be 
repaid by the age of 75, costs £966 a 
month at a 3% interest rate. But if the 
borrower can extend it to the age of 
85, the cost comes down to just £555 a 
month. 


A nice garden could clinch your

Spring is a good time to sell your home.

Making sure you mow the lawn and 
keep your flower beds tidy could be your 
most profitable pastime, according to 
new research. 

Survey 

Some 72% of 2,000 home owners 
who took part in a survey conducted 
by National Gardening Gift Vouchers 
believe that a presentable garden adds 
value to a home. 

First impressions are important and 
if your front garden needs a quick 
makeover, consider buying a couple of 
standard trees or shrubs to put either 
side of the front door for a grander 
entrance. 

Tatty steps can be masked with pots 
of evergreens which will last even when 
spring and summer are over, just in case 
you don’t sell the house immediately. 

Hide eyesores such as dustbins by 
putting up a framework of trellis in front 


of them and plant fast-growing climbers 
over it, even if you have to plant the 
climbers in pots. 

Certain design strategies can help 
make the garden seem bigger. If you 
have a narrow or L-shaped garden, 
consider dividing into two areas and 
introduce archways or pergolas which 
will make it seem bigger. 


Add curves to a bed to make it more 
interesting, while strategically-placed 
outdoor mirrors can also make an area 
feel greater. 

They say the smell of bread baking or 
freshly brewed coffee helps sell a house, 
but a gorgeously fragrant front garden 
may also help, if you plant low lavender 
hedges along the driveway or other 
scented plants near your front door. 


Top Tip 


Garden expert Jane 
Templar has some 
help for people 
thinking of selling 
their home. 

She said: “Think about 
creating a walkway, either 
through or around your 
garden. 

“This provides a route 
for potential buyers when 
they are looking around 
and means they don’t 
get muddy as they go. 
Stone makes for a good 
path in almost any home, 
although if your house 
has a cottage-like feel, 
consider a gravel path, 
as this is more in keeping 
with the style of the 
property.”

Strange little sna 
up to some jungle 



THE forest hummed in the dark¬ 
ness, reverberating with the calls 
of tree frogs and a billion insects. 
Overhead, the night sky was 
punctuated by a host of cosmic 
diamonds glinting and winking at 
anyone who was lucky enough to 
find themselves in a jungle clear¬ 
ing. 

Or else the only vestige of light came 
in the monochromatic inky blue of 
a lunar body all but extinguished by 
the canopy of leaves above. There was 
something vibrant and alive in this 
place, full of energy, never stopping, 
never sleeping in the freedom of a vir¬ 
gin land untouched and undisturbed 
by human hand. 

Yet the humidity, the very essence of the 
rainforest in which I now found myself was 
heavy and oppressive. 

However, despite this and simultaneously 
because of it, I was not interested in sleep. 

All my life I had wanted to explore the 
Central American rainforest and at last 
here I was; sleep could wait a little longer. 

My camp established, I spent a couple of 
hours looking for wildlife by the light of my 
dimming head torch. 

A tapir moved ahead of me in the bushes, 
its snuffling explorations clearly keeping it 
well occupied. 

The eye shine of endangered Morelet’s 
crocodiles gleamed back at me from the 
river and once I heard a jaguar call nearby. 

If it were I who had invented the myth of 
the Garden of Eden I mused, I would have 
set my story here, not the desiccated Middle 
East. 

I returned happily to camp after my so¬

journ and before entering my tent, made a 
mental note to step over the little line of 
leaf cutter ants a metre or so away which I 
had observed that afternoon. 

As I did so, however, I could see no ants 
and yet there was something small moving 
along that exact same little, twisting track. 

I squatted beside it. 

Scales 

It was a beautifully banded snake, its 
scales glistening in the moonlight. 

It was not the feared and deadly coral 
snake but another species. 

I picked it up to examine it carefully and 
noticed how greasy it felt. 

It is one of my pet hates when people call 
reptiles slimy. 

There is no such thing as a slimy reptile; 
the whole point of their biology is their dry¬ 
ness. Yet there was a certain oiliness to this 
one. 

I could not tell what species that little 
snake was, yet recently I was researching 
central American reptiles and found a paper 
on Sympholis lippiens, the Mexican short 
tailed snake. 

Bingo. 

Alone 

Its Latin name alone was almost substan¬ 
tiation enough. 

However it is a very poorly known or un¬ 
derstood snake. 

Scientists are fairly certain (though they 
lack a large body of evidence) that it has a 


very significant predator-prey relationship 
with another classic jungle animal and that 
that relationship has affected the morpho¬ 
logical evolution of the snake. 

The animal in question? 

The leaf-cutter ant. 

I could see the tail of the snake was short 
- in fact I had trouble discerning the blunt 
head from the tail and the eyes were min¬ 
ute. 

All these attributes made ant-raiding a 
possibility. 

The skin is tough, suggesting it is more or 
less immune to the bites from the leaf-cut¬ 
ters and the body is comparatively thick, 
belying its fossorial (burrowing) nature. 

But how about that name - lippiens? 


This of course is akin to ‘lipids’ and re¬ 
marks on the ‘oily’ skin. 

The paper I read made reference to the 
main evidence scientists have, that of a few 
dead examples: ‘It appears to have...lipid 
reserves that produce unusual blobs in jars 
of preserved specimens.’ This obviously 
makes perfect sense as another strategy to 
avoid the biting attentions of a colony of 
enraged ants. Finally the paper noted: ‘It 
would be interesting to see if Sympholis can 
follow ant pheromone trails...{like other 
species can}’. Happily I concluded that the 
little snake I found whilst everyone else was 
fast asleep, was presumably doing just that.

“We had more volunteers than ever before, ranging from 
just three years to 75 years of age,” she said.

Half-baked island tale

PUBLISHED in 1719, Daniel 
Defoe’s chronicle of a shipwreck 
survivor who lives alone on an 
island for 28 years is a beauti¬ 
fully crafted study of solitude, 
resourcefulness and British 
imperialism. 

The gnawed bones of the book are 
still visible in Vincent Kesteloot and Ben 
Stassen’s computer-animated retelling, 
but this Robinson Crusoe is a resolutely 
child-friendly edition, told from the perspec¬ 
tive of birds and animals which befriend the 
title character during his tropical isolation. 

Cuteness and gentle humour trump 
sophisticated storytelling and harsh realism 
throughout. The feathered and furred crit¬ 
ters speak to each other and trade one-lin¬ 
ers - although Robinson can’t understand 
their grunts, growls, purrs and squawks. 

Robinson (voiced by Yuri Lowenthal) 
heads to sea with his dog Aynsley and falls 
foul of the ship’s gnarly cats, May (Debi 
Tinsley) and Mai (Jeff Doucette). 

A violent storm shipwrecks Robinson on 
an island, which is home to a macaw called 
Mak (David Floward) and his friends: a 
chameleon called Carmello (Colin Metzger), 
feisty kingfisher Kiki (Lindsay Torrance), Epi 
the echidna (Sandy Fox), a pangolin called 
Pango (Doucette again), tapir Rosie (Laila 
Berzins) and doddering old goat Scrubby 
(Joey Camen). 

Mak has always been a dreamer and 
believes the glittering treasures which 
sometimes wash up on the sun-kissed idyll 
indicate a brighter future over the horizon. 
The other denizens of the island reject the 
bird’s fantasies, but Robinson’s unexpected 
arrival adds fuel to Mak’s suspicions. 


Robinson (Yuri Lowenthal) befriends an amusing selection of critters in the computer-animated film 


The animals are initially wary of the 
human interloper, but eventually live in 
harmony with the gangly shipwreck survivor 
in a makeshift tree house. Unfortunately, 
Machiavellian moggies May and Mai also 
avoid a watery grave and they plot revenge 
from nearby Curse Island, flanked by their 
army of hungry kittens. 

Robinson Crusoe is a simplistic and spo¬ 
radically entertaining journey of self-discov¬ 


ery. The colourful animation pops, but vocal 
performances are flat and some of the gags 
misfire, although early scenes are a rich 
source of humour as the island’s denizens 
study a human for the first time. 

“He’s stripped off his skin!” shrieks Kiki 
as Robinson removes a jacket. 

Co-directors Kesteloot and Stassen 
choreograph energetic action sequences to 
take advantage of the 3D format. 


This eye-popping extra dimension is 
used smartly in one breathless chase along 
a network of irrigation pipes that carries 
precious water to the tree house and other 
parts of the island.

A NEW art project is being showcased 
at Oswestry’s Marches School. 

The A-Z of Oswestry art project, 
aided originally by community group 
OS21 and in association with The 
Town House, went up for private 
viewing of the original artworks on 
Tuesday this week and will be on dis¬ 
play until the end of term in July. 

The idea for the exhibition, ‘A-Z 
of Oswestry’, came from the charity 
Common Ground who wrote, “Local 
distinctiveness is about what small 
places mean to us, their details, patina 
and identity. It involves everywhere 
and everyday places which are as vul¬ 
nerable and beautiful as the rare, per¬ 
haps more so because politicians and 
professionals have no time to care. By 
focussing attention on significance in 
our surroundings and helping build 
courage to be demonstrative and take 
action on attachment to place, then 


perhaps we can make our surround¬ 
ings better for nature as well as daily 
life.” 

Creative co-directors, Bob Knowles 
and Jood Gough have co-opted 26 dif¬ 
ferent local artists to illustrate all the 
letters of the alphabet with images 
of the subjects that local people have 
chosen. 

Over 1,400 votes for what residents 
and users of the town feel are special 
about Oswestry were collected in bal¬ 
lot boxes made locally by Tim Ruther¬ 
ford. 

The votes were then analysed ac¬ 
cording to letters and broad categories 
offered to local artists as subjects. 

Mr Knowles said: “We have ended 
up with a hatful of Oswestrian images. 

“By asking local artists to illustrate 
the most popular suggestions, we have 
produced something that is not only 
unique, but very personal to our town. 


We wanted to do something positive 
that celebrates Oswestry and some of 
the many things that are special about 
it.” 

The original artworks have also 
been printed on postcards and shop¬ 
ping bags and key artefacts of all illus¬ 
trated letters such as posters, banners 
and books will be made to capture the 
essence of Oswestry in our time.

Just weeks after revealing the 
new turbocharged 718 Box- 
ster, Porsche has unveiled 
the matching 718 Cayman. 

It uses the same 2.0-litre 296bhp 
and 2.5-litre 345bhp flat-four en¬ 
gines in the new Cayman and Cay¬ 
man S variants, the latter making 
use of variable vane turbo geome¬ 
try technology taken from the 911 
Turbo. 

The extra power makes the Cayman 
S as fast off the line as the 911, notch¬ 
ing up the 0-62mph sprint in as little as 
4.2 seconds with the PDK gearbox and 
Sport Chrono packs installed. 


Official fuel efficiency is up to as 
much as 40.9mpg in the 2.0-litre car, 
while top speeds are 170mph and 
177mph. 

The suspension has been stiffened 
and the wheels and tyres made wider, 
in order to extract even more lateral 
grip from a car already well known for 
its cornering prowess. 

Porsche has upgraded the brakes, 
too. The Cayman wears the system 
from the previous Cayman S, while the 
new S makes use of the four-piston ca¬ 
lipers from the 911 Carrera, plus 6mm 
thicker discs. 

As with the Boxster, two levels of Por¬ 
sche Active Suspension Management 
(PASM) are available, lowering the car 


by 10mm and 20mm respectively, al¬ 
though the latter is only available on S 
models. 

On the inside, Porsche Communi¬ 
cation Management is now standard, 
to include mobile phone preparation, 
audio interfaces and a 150-Watt stereo. 

For the first time the Cayman is 
priced below the Boxster, mirroring 
the 911 range where the soft-top is 
the more expensive. The range starts 
from £39,878, with the Cayman S at 
£48,834.
